In addition, the realisation of an 
inward call and his own will to take 
upon himself responsibility weighed 
with the statesman, Adolf Hitler, when 
he resolved to be his own General- 
d551mo. 

The course of this war has more 
and more confirmed the recognition of 
this fact, but it was fully shown only 
when the campaign in the East 
assumed proportions exceeding all past 
notions, 

The vastness of the theatre of war, 
the close connection of the conduct of 
land operations with the political and 
economic war aims, and also the 
numerical size of the army compared 
with the other part of the armed forces, 
have induced the Fuehrer to follow his 
intuitions, and to influence in the 
strongest possible manner the opera- 
tions and the equipment of the army, 
and to reserve to himself personally all 
essential decisions in this sphere.

MOSCOW, Sunday.—The Moscow 
radio to-night stated that units com- 
manded by General Golubey last night 
broke through the enemy defences in 
the region of M,“ and are now 
developing their successes, aiming at

During Saturday the. Soviet troops 
on the Western front freed 124 in- 
habited points, and captured a great 

uantity of booty, including 11 

erman planes, tanks, 15 guns, 
8 machine-guns and 15 lorries. The 
Germans tried many times to counter- 
attack, but without success. They are 
fleeing to the west and south-west. 

General Belov learned of the 
German decision to break through in 
the Tula direction in the evening of 
November 25. Late in the afternoon 
on the 26th he was ordered to destroy 
the forces who had broken through. 

German attacks on Kashira, north of 
Tula, were repulsed by horse guards 
and infantry, and the main point of 
German resistance, the village of 
Piatnitsa, was captured in a night 
attack by ,horse * armed with 
automatic rifles. e next day a tank 
unit trated behind the German 
lines into the village of Barabanov, 
and Germans fied, pursued to 
Mordves and Stalinogorsk. 

The 17th Tank, 20th Motorised and 
167th Infantry Divisions of the 
Germans were routed, and more than 
2,000 lorries, 80 tanks and 60 guns 
captured, while about 1,500 men were 
killed, The decisive factor was said 
to be the bold night raids carried out 
by automatic riflemen. i

GERMANS’ STUBBORN

MOSCOW, Sunday.—In the ten days 
since the re-capture of Tikhvin, Soviet 
troops have advanced 45 miles to the 
south and south-west, says the Soviet 
News Agency. They are pursuing 
remnants of the smashed German units 
of the 39th Army Corps, under General 
Schmidt. The pursuing Soviet —

In the 
Budogoshch region, to the south of 
Tikhvin, the ussians continue to 
advance, and have, so far, freed more 
than a hundred populated points from 
the invaders.’’—(Reuter.)

MOSCOW, Sunday.—Soviet troops 
counter-attacking before Sebastopol, 
Russia’s great naval base in the Crimea, 
have driven the Germans out of posi- 
tions they gained at the start of their 
latest offensive, says an I/zvestia 
correspondent in that city. The offen- 
sive has now been in full swing for 
four days. Violent and bloody en- 
gagements are raging, the correspon- 
dent adds:—‘‘ In one sector, held by 
Commander Diakonchuk’s unit, the 
Hermans, throwing considerable forces 
into a dawn assault, pushed back the 
Soviet troops. At midday the Russians 
launched a counter-attack, as a 
of which the Germans, despite hurri- 
cane artillery, machine-gun and mortar 
fire, were thrown back to their start- 
ing point, 

The German Command kept launch- 
ing fresh attacks, and, in one sector, 
at the cost of tremendous losses, occu- 
pied one of the heights. The situation 
remains tense at the approaches to 
Sebastopol. —( Reuter.)

STRAINED

Later, when the Government pre- 
posed a scheme for the amalgamation 
of six - county electricity supply 
services, the Corporation again refused 
t.» co-operate until the Government 
under pressure of war emergencies— 
decided to vest the control of the 
Corporation’s undertaking in the hands 
of State-appointed officers, 


TRADITIONAL RIGHTS 


Concurrenily with such notorious 
examples of the Corporation s apparent 


indifference to general community in- 


terests, there were many instances in 
which the Government hesitated to 
interfere with the City Council's 
traditional rights, and others in which 
the Corporation successfully resisted 


the representations and demands of 
Government departments. 

In most, or all, of these disputes, 
questions of prestige played important 
parts. The Corporation was an old 
and well-tried body, proud of its civic 
achievements. Its membership and 
official organisation had long experi- 
ence of municipal management. Its 
transport and electricity and gas 
undertakings stood high among muni- 
cipal records. Why should they suffer 
invasion by the inexperienced politi- 
cians and officials of Stormont? 

But Stormont saw things in a some- 
what different light. Belfast and its 
suburbs—containing almost half of the 
six counties’ total population — 
was a fact of first, but not of 
exclusive, importance. Its rights must 
be respected, but its duties to other 
communities must also be recognised, 
and, if necessary, imposed. Balances 
must be struck and held as between 
the Belfast manufacturer and trader and 
the farming and commercial interests 
of provincial cities. How otherwise 
could justification be found for the 
existence of Stormont, with its House 
of Commons and Senate and costly and 
imposing bodies of State officials’ If 
Belfast Corporation was to be allowed 
to pursue its uncontrolled and detached 
policies and ways, where did Stormont 
come in? In effect; was Belfast, for 
all practical purposes, to remain out- 
side the jurisdiction of Northern 
Ireland’s Government’? Were Stormont 
and other local authorities to be mere 


tails wagged by the City Hall dog? 
RECENT EVENTS 


Such are some of the issues which 
now or later must be faced by a 
Government whose foundations have 
been shaken by recent events in 
Belfast's political life. Were the 
Corporation to challenge Stormont at 
the polling-booth who would come out 
on top? 8 might be the answer 
to that question one thing now seems 
to be reasonably certain. It is that the 
Corporation either must change its atti- 
tude towards Government departments, 
or hand its duties over to the Ministry 
of Home Affairs. In the latter event the 
appointment of a State-nominated City 

anager, or Board of Commissioners, 
may be anticipated. 

Meanwhile important trade organisa- 
tions take the view that drastic steps 
are necessary to curtail expenditure 
which is involved in the maintenance 
of two costly official establishments— 
one at Stormont and the other at the 
City Hall. Sonfe responsible critics go 
so far as to say that the Corporation 
merely plays the part of a fifth wheel 
in the coach of administration.

WHAT PORTUGAL 
AGREED TO 


The following statement was issued 
yesterday :— | 

“H.M. Government in the United 
Kingdom are anxious to offer to the 
Government and people of Portugal an 
explanation of the circumstances which 
led to the entry into Portuguese Timor 
on December 17 of a combined force of 
Australian and Netherland troops. As 
His Excellency the Ptime Minister of 
Portugal stated in his declaration in 
the National Assembly on December 19, 
exchanges of views had been proceeding 
for some time between His Majesty's 
Government and the Portiguese 
Government regarding the danger of 
hostile action by Japan against Portu- 
— Timor in the event of hostilities 

ween the British Empire and Japan. 
In view of the strategic importance of 
the territory and the slender nature of 
its defensive forces, it was hoped that 
there would be time to work out in full 
consultation and agreement with the 
Portuguese Government detailed plans 
for rendering the assistance which had 
been offered and which the Portuguese 
Government were willing to accept in 


the event of attack. 


Before these plans could be com- 

eted, however, a fundamental change 
in the situation was brought about by 
Japan's sudden act of treachery on 
December 7.

A NECESSITY 


H. M. regret that 
strategical exigency should have 
necessitated action which has 
occasioned the protests of the Portu- 
guese Government. They wish to 
emphasise that it was necessary in the 
defence of the vital interests of the 
Allied nations in the war which Japan 
has forced upon them. Nothing has 
emerged more, clearly from the present 
war than that, if defensive action is 
delayed until an attack has actually 
developed, it is likely to be too late— 
although the Portuguese Government 
felt unable to authorise the Governor 
of Portuguese Timor to invoke the 
proffered help until after an attack had 
materialised. The fact remains that 
the Allied forces came not as enemies, 
but as friends. 

“His Majesty's Government gladly 
note from Dr. Salazar’s statement 
that Portuguese reinforcements to 
strengthen the Timor garrison are 
being prepared. The undertaking has 
already been given that the troops 
which have entered Portuguese Timor 
will be withdrawn as soon as the 
emergency with which they came to 
deal is past."’—(Reuter.) 


SUBMARINES SUNK

The market was not exclusively & 
market. It was an annual carnival as 
well. There the social sported wit 
the commercial, the festive reigning 
over the scene in manner of happy 
abandon such as is undreamt of by the 
present. generation. 
It was the eighteenth century that 
saw this great feature of olden-time 
Christmas in the capital in its heyday. 
During the period 1800-1850 it de- 
veloped its distinctiveness, not merely 
as a lucrative trading institution, but 
as an outstanding celebration, That 
irresponsible philosopher, Father John 
Behan, of Francis street, said that the 
Thomas street Christmas market was 
one of the few symbols of prosperity 
in Dublin that had any chance of 
defying the commercial destructiveness 
of the Union. 

The market was almost as ancient as 
the street that gave it name and area. 
The farmers from the south-western 

astúre lands of Dublin were already 
— their Christmas fowl for sale 
down there when the monks of the 
Abbey of St. Thomas & Becket, on 
the site of the present Church of St. 
Catherine, remained as yet undis- 
turbed. 

During the Christmas season of 1798 
drunken Yeomanry rushed _ the 
thoroughfare, but they found the accus- 
tomed traffic in turkeys and geese, with 
the tradition of six centuries behind it, 
going as merrily as ever, despite the 
tragic depression of the time. 


AN EXTENDED AREA 


Actually, the market occupied a more 
extended area than that of Thomas 
street. True, it had as its recognised 
centre St. Catherine's Church, but the 
buying and selling activities stretched 
away towards James’s street, on the 
western side, and back east as far as 
St. Audoen’s Church, Cornmarket, over- 
flowing into the intersecting streets and 
lanes en route. 

Trade began usually about December 
22nd, when the enterprising county 
farmers came along with fowl-laden 
carts, and, upon the principle of 
“first come first served, took up 
pitches along the thoroughfare. These 
pitches, it is interesting to note, were 
preserved to their due holders until 
the final closing of the market, upon an 
unwritten rule of squatters’ right, which 
was honourably observed by all parties 
concerned. 

Yet it was not until Christmas Eve 
that the fun attendant upon tho bar- 
gaining really began. Fowl rarely 
went to a purchaser at first price 
asked; for if the farmers of County 
Dublin knew the figure they should 
like to receive in hard cash, the house- 
wives of the city knew upon their part 
the figure they were going to pay. 


BARGAINING INCIDENTS 


Those bargaining scenes, animated; 
argumentative, but always good- 
humoured, and even witty, character- 
ised in a distinctive way the Thomas 
Street Market. Is it the cock that 
crowed before St. Peter yeh want half. 
a- crown for!“ from the buyer. Musha, 
give me the two an nine, an' be off 
with yeh out of this. An’ God help the 
man that has yeh!” from the vendor. 
And all ended in smiles and '' A merry 
Christmas to yeh. 

There was no imposition, no unfair 
advantage. The trader got his satisfy- 
ing price, the buyer and her family 

ot a good home-reared Christmas 

inner, and everybody wished 
1 to next years Thomas 
treet Market. 

But sometimes there was trouble 
from without. In those easy - to- live 
days, and care- free days, the red wine 
ran very red down in the city proper 
on Christmas Eve, especially among 
the social outlawry. The moneyed 
young bloods of the ‘fifties and ‘sixties 
took especial delight on that night of 
peace in setting the corner-boys and 
the wastrels of both sexes crazy with 
free liquor, then urging them with 
money gifts to “ kick up a noise.” 

The inebriated gangs invariably 
made for Thomas street,, there to 
create untold disorder, often, indeed, 
provoking bloodshed; for the traders 
not infrequently had strenuously to 
fight for their stocks. Fowl and 
Christmas parcels were snatched from 
home-going purchasers; cart-loads of 
holly and ivy overturned or set on fire; 
toys and crockery from the hawkers’ 
barrows scattered about the street; 
and serious devastation accomplished 
before the police would have overcome 
the mob. 


BIRDS IN CUSTODY 


On several occasions the  black- 
guardism was so menacing that the 
Mounted Police had to be requisitioned. 
It has been said that before the night 
would have closed the charge-room at 
Kevin Street Barracks revealed a stock 
of turkeys and geese almost as formid- 
able as that seen on sale at Thomas 
street a few hours earlier. These were, 
of course, the snatched fowl taken by 
the police from the arrested hooligans. 
Next morning” the victims of the 
snatches attended at the barracks in 
an effort to identify and reclaim their 
birds, thus to retrieve their Christmas 
dinner, even at the eleventh hour. 

Need it be added that turkeys and 
geese were not the only concern of 
the characteristic old Dublin market, 
which, by the way, gradually declined 
from about the eighteen-nineties? 
Vendors of every conceivable ware 
seized the advantage which the 
occasion offered, so that one could 
there purchase every other Christmas 
necessity, from a suit of clothes to the 
spice and nutmeg for the plum 
pudding. 

It was a scene of revelry by night, 
if anything ever was; and—order 
restored and the sans-cullottes under 
civil lock and key—the busy com- 
mercial carnival continued until the 
bells of the not distant Christ Church 
Cathedral (and, in the latter years of 
the Market, the carillon of the 
a Church) pealed forth the 
midnight of Christendom’s feast, 
whereupon buyers, sellers, hawkers, 
police, everybody present at the 
moment, joined in a lusty Auld Lang 
oy or a reverent ‘‘ Adeste

GRAIN, TEA AND WAX 
IRISH SHIP REACHES DUBLIN 


The ss. Irish Beech, which docked on 
Saturday, is the second grain ship to 
arrive in Dublin within a week. She 
carried 1,750 tons of grain and 600 
tons of general cargo, chiefly tea and 
wax. er captain is Captain Hill 
Wilson, of Islandmagee, County 
Antrim. 

Shortly after her arrival the ship was 
visited by Mr. Sean Leydon, Chair- 
man of Irish Shipping, Ltd., and Cap- 
tain Alan 8. Gordon, managing direc- 
tor, Messrs. Palgrave Murphy, who are 
managers of Irish Shipping. 

Later, Captain Wilson and Mr. W. 
. Hughes, chief engineer, spoke 
highly of the ship, and paid a 
tribute to the crew, the majority of 
whom are Irishmen. The Irish Beech, 
the captain said, was the finest heavy 
weather ship he ever had the privilege 
to command. The ship ran before a 
north-westerly gale for five days, and 
was swept by the seas. Some of the 
deck fittings were damaged, and the 
starboard lifeboat was swept away. In 


this condition the ship behaved admir- 
ably, and was always under control. 


As the Irish Beech came up the 
channel tug boats gave her a reception,
